NURSING IN MISSION STATIONS 


A GLIMPSE OF MEDICAL WORK IN CHINA 


ty C. IRENE K. SUMNER’ 
New N.Y. 


It has been my happy lot while travelling in China to ave sumething 
of the hospital and dispensary work that is being done by diferent mie- 
sions all over the country, work that has eo often been the wedge to open 
the doors of the Chinese to the preaching of the Gospel of Christ. 

It ie most inepiring to sve what excellent work is being done under 
almost insuperable difficulties and the result of years of patient waiting 
and striving is ecen in the well-equipped hospitals that are to be found 
in the larger towns and ports, for instance those in Peking, Shanghai, 
Foo Chow and Kiu Kiang. Some of these hospitals are training schools 
for Chinese medical students, others are giving Chinese nurses a sye- 
tematic, three-year training. 

Up-country there are still great difficulties to contend with in carry- 
ing on medical work. Imagine first the fear and distrust of the people, 
the difficulty of dealing with them in a foreign language (and Chinese 
of all the languages!); the hopelessness of the cases that come too late, 
half-killed by the fearful remedies of the native doctors; the absence 
of aurees of any kind; the lack of appliances; the dangers of a rict if 
a patient should die, particularly after an operation. Imagine some of 
these hindrances and you will find that it needs a high order of courage 
and love to do pioneer work whether as doctor or nurse in this country. 
We at home find it so easy to criticise, with our up-to-date hospitals 
and perfectly organised nursing system, that it is well for us sometimes 
to think of this work done by our sisters in loneliness and difficulty, 
in unhealthy surroundings, with extreme discomfort, day in and day 
out. This devotion of checure lives, this accumulation of colf-denial, 
this taking up of lowliest burdens, surely this is a great career and our 
criticism seems poor and mean in comparison. 

One of the hospitals that I saw was Dr. Mary Stone's at Kiukiang 
on the Yang-tse River. Dr. Stone is a very charming Chinese woman

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who graduated in medicine in America. So much has been said of her 
hespital and work that | will only touch on it. It was the only mission 
heapital I caw that was entirely managed by Chinese without the help 
of foreigners. This fine hospital has 100 beds for women and the nurses 
vessive a three-years’ training. When they are graduated they are in 
demand all over the country. The dispenser, the anaesthetist and the 
nurses were well qualified, well trained women and they looked remark - 
ably neat in their white coats and trousers and white overalls. They 
have intelligent, sweet faces and alo very gracious manners, an nsect 
that eur vaunted education sometimes leaves us without. There was 
no hurry, no bustle, yet everything seemed to be done. | think it is 


a Chinese characteristic to go on without stopping or tireing with unfail- 
ing eweetness of temper. 

I arrived in the middle of a pretty ceremony. A protégée of Dr. 
Stone's was marrying one of the prominent men of this enlightened town. 
They were both Christians and the wedding was a compromise between 
a Chinese and American ceremony. Many of the nurses were among the 
bride's attendants, looking very pretty with their wreaths of flowers. 
I took a chapshot of them on the steps of Dr. Stone's house. 

To give you an idea of the work, Dr. Stone sees about 20,000 patients 
in o year, taking the hospital and her private practice together. It 
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ie wonderful how much work she manages to accomplish, the evangelistic 
aspect of which is never obscured. 

For some monthe I was at Sa long in Fukien province, where the 
email diepencary is doing big work. It is under the care of a trained 
nurse who is working valiantly under difficulties. 1¢ makes one’s heart 
ache to know how often a doctor is needed, both for advice and for 
operations. The nearest doctor is a two-<lays’ journcy away. It take 
a great deal of study, obscure cases often presenting themselves, and
